That is to say that the much-to-¥e-desired. better understanding , between 
the Eust and West of Canada cannot be_realized simply by stressing its need 
and importance. It can, and will, only be brought about when a less narrow 
view ts entertained by the majority of Canadians; when a broader national

The-loudest preachers of national unity are to be found in Toronto, and 
by the same token the narrowest conceptions of how that national unity is to 
be promoted are entertained in the same city. Thus a Toronto weekly publl- 
cation with a Dominion-wide circulation devoted a whole page of a: recent 
issue lo an illusirated article in opposition to the completion of the Hudson's 
‘Bay Railway as an outlet for: Western products, But this same paper is a 
s\rong advocate of the deepening of*the St. Lawrence in order to admit ocean- 
eging vessels to Me Great Lakes. 

This Toronto paper also argues for the placing of a practically prohibl- 
tive duty on out-of-season fruits and vegetables from the United States, and 
in favor of the development of trade in tropical and semi-tropical fruits with 
the British West Indtes. Even assuming that such a policy would work no 
hardship on the people of Eastern Canada; what about the West? Is the 
West to be denied such fruits and vegetables altogether, or are our people to 
be mace to pay the cost of haulage from the Atlantic seaboard in refrigera- 
tor cars? ohn this paper not broaden its vision to encompass the whole Do- 
minion, and/realize that what might prove all right for the East does not 
necessarily apply to other parts of Canada? :

Great Britain is at, present the one 
great food purchasing country in the 
world. A few other countries like 
France, Holland and Italy, buy some 
comparatively small quantities of such | 
products. This buying is, however, 
done more or less spasmodically.. At 
the same time many countries export, 
or are in a position to export, large 
quantities of agricultural products 
which are usually human food of one 
kind or another. Some of the more 
important of these exporting 
countries besides Canada are 
United States, Argentine, Australia, 
New Zealand and India, The United 
States export under normal condi- 
tions corn, wheat, meat—chiefly bacon 
or pork—and fruits, particularly ap- 
ples; Argentine exports beef 
wheat; Australia sends out dairy pro- 
duce and wheat; New Zealand ships 
lamb and dairy produce in great quan- 
tities; and India exports wheat. Many

countries export eggs and a number | 


export ‘some special food product. 
Canada can and. does export wheat, 
oats, barley, flax, butter, cheese, beet 
cattle, bacon, eggs and apples. In 
the tase of only one of these articles 
does she hold premier place among 
exporting countries, namely, wheat. 
’ She is thus compelled .to sell all: her 
produce, wheat included, on a market, 
the only market there-is, and a market 
open to the world, hence, against the 
yery keenest sort of competition. 
When it comes to buying food the 
Britisher knows no _ favorites or 
friends, he buys where he can get the 
‘articles that please him bést at the 
lowest price. 
therefore, Canada must put out an 
article equal to, if not superior to, that 
offered by any other country, and she 
must sell it at a price quite as rea- 
sonable as that asked by any other 
country for produce of similar quality. 
The fact of the matter is she must 
take practically any price Great Bri- 
tain offers since there is no other out- 
let ‘for most of her surplus food pro- 
ducts. ~ 
This‘may sound rather discouraging 
_at the momen‘, but here is the re- 
deeming feature—Great Britain will 
pay just a little bit more for the best 
‘grade goods than she will for the 
‘average run or for the inferior gra@es 
and will buy more generously. when 
such goods are offered. The British- 
er is exceedingly keen on quality and 
here is where Canada has her ‘real 
chance to score—produce the best and 
send only the best to the British mar 
ket. — j

Britain's Naval Policy

English Government for the new fiscal 
year which began April 1 provides for 
the construction of fewer cruisers than 
their predecessors intended to build, 
and drops altogether. submarines, de- 
pot ships and other auxiliaries which 
were im.the programme of the preced- 
ing ministry. As reported to the 
Bankers Trust Company of New York 
‘by its English Information Service, 
half.as much agin, as compared with 
last year, is to be spent upon recon- 
structing existing ships, or upon large 
repairs upon 5 aga There is increas- 
ed provision for shipbuilding by: con- 
tract to the extent, at par of exchange, 
of $3,838,544.

A substantial 
plantation of about 12 or 16: rows 
wide with a snow trap outside to 
catch the snow will save the trees 
from being broken.

Bank of Barcelona Founded In 1401 
Still Exists

' world is said to be the Bank of Barce-

ed in 1603 by Francis Child, a gold- 
jsmith. A number of other goldsmiths 
immediately followed suit. The Mint 
in the Tower of London had been the 
depository for the eash of merchants 
until Charles the First selzed the 
money asa loan. Then the traders

Tons of 
Epsom Salts 


New Industry Is Developing Mineral 
Resources of Western Canada 
What is commercially and medcin- 
ally known as Epsom salts is now be- 
ing produced in Canada. To the min- 
ing man, however, Epsom.- salts is 
known as magnesium sulphate, and 


as such has been reported upon by 


L. H. Cole, mining engineer of the 
Mines Branch of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Mines” 

This comparatively new industry has 
contributed to Canada’s mineral pro- 
duction within the past few years, as 
the deposits of magnesium sulphate 
(Epsom salts) have been proved and 
production started on a commercial 
scale. The alkali deposits which ‘oc- 
cur in numerous localities in the 
prairie provimees contain appreciable 
percentages of magnesium sulphate, 
and it is possible that from these oc- 
currences commercial magnesium swi- 
phate will soon be recovered @s-a by- 
product in the production of sodium 
sulphate. ... In addition to these de- 
posits there are three known deposits 
in British Columbia, one of which is 
being operated at the present time. 


The Mines Branch of the Department. 


of Mines is investigating these de- 
posits, in connection with the examin- 
ation of the sodium sulphate areas in 
the prairie provinces. ae: 

A deposit of magnesium sulphate 
occurs in Spotted Lake, approximate- 
ly one-half mile north of the third en- 
trance ‘to Richter’s Pass, and forty 
miles by road south of Penticton, 
British Columbia. The deposit oc- 
curs in a slight depression in which is 
a partially dried up lake containing 
considerable quantities of hydrous 
Magnesium sulphate crystals and sat- 
urated brine. Approximately 1,600 
tons of crude magnesium sulphate 
bave been recoysre om s deposit 


The Basque Chemical Compa’ 
owns a series of five lakes, situated 15 
miles west of Ashcroft, B.C. From 
these lakes they excavated crude mag- 
nesium sulphate (Epsom salts) for 
shipment to Vancouver where it was 
refined and sold as medicinal salts and 
for the tanning industry. In the fall 
of 1923 they completely dismantled 
their refining plant at Vancouver and 
shipped the machinery to the plant 
at their deposits. Plans are now un- 
der way for the erection of the refin- 
ing plant at Basque and fon greatly 
extending the development of these 
deposits, 

There is a small lake one mile south 
of Clinton, B.C., from which a small 
tonnage of magnesium sulphate has 
been obtained; other deposits may be 
discovered and opened up, and, as the 
market increases, it may be possible 
to develop ar export trade from Van- 
couver. 

In the vicinity of Meadow Lake, 50 
miles north of Clinton, B.C., the Lij- 
looet Soda Company is operating at a 
hydrous sddium carbonate lake and 
shipping the product to Vancouver 
over the Pacific Great Eastern Rail- 
way. This material Is being dispos- 
ed of at the pJesent time to soaf 
manufacturers “on the Pacific coast, 
but plans are under way for the eree- 
tion of a drying plant to handle the 
material at the lake and to further in 
crease the output. This company 
also owns several othcr lakes of the 
same material, which they propose to 
operate at some future date.

some 19 centuries ago. In the course 
of the centuries numerous attempts 
have been made to raise these luxur- 
jou sstructures, covered with gold leaf, 
from the botton of the lake. In these 
the indolent and luxurious Caligula 
was wont to spend the’summer nights, 
free from the noise and heat of Rome. 
The location of the floating houses be- 
neath the lake has been determined, 
and it is estimated that the labor of 
refloating’ them would cost about a 
quarter of.a million do!lars.

German Professor Claims Artificial 
Butterfly Wings Richer Than 
Original 
The paint brush of nature bas been 
outdone again by science, according to 
recent announcement, in which the 


contention is. made that by artificial - 


means the coloring of butterfly wings 
can be reproduced with much more ef- 
fect and richness than the original 
themselves. » 

Prof.. Hans Zozher, In an address 
before the German Chemieal Society} 
asserted that he frequently bad made 
artificial wings which would make 
“any butterfly In the world turn green 
or black with envy.” 

The coloring in real butterfly wings 
is brought about by light reflections 
on the same -principle which causes 
soap bubbles to glisten colorfully in 
the rays of light. Prof. Zozher ex- 
plained that he used resin as the basis 
in his experiments.
